A career closely linked to the early 


history and growth of Covina came 
to a close on Tuesday with the 
death of James H. Adams, when he 
succumbed following a long illness 
at his home in Los Angeles, 711 
West 43rd street, at the age of 89. 
He had been in ill health for several 
years, due to advanced age. 


The funeral services were con-

terially increase the winter egg pro- 
duction of pullets. 


They will also materially increase 


the early egg production of individ- 
ual hens. 


Lights make it possible to carry 


February-hatched 
pullets through 


the first fall and winter with much 
less moulting than when no lights 
are used. 


It is not generally as profitable to 


operate lights on yearling or two- 
year-old hens as it is on pullets. 


From acutual experiments, lights 


increased the profit per bird over 
feed and fuel cost for a nine-month 
period as follows: 


600 unlighted pullets, $3.30 profit 


per bird. 


500 pullets given morning lights, 


$5.07 profit per bird. 


100 pullets, 9 o'clock evening 


lunch, $5.48 per bird. 


/ In the above experiment the fuel 
and operating cost far providing 
lights on the 1200 birds was .044c 
per bird. One egg increase paid 
the cost in that case. 


It is important that all birds tinder 


lights should be graded and flocked 
according to age, condition and lay- 
ing qualities, 


Pullets of different 
ages and pul- 


lets and hens should always be kept 
in separate flocks. For best results \ 
each lot must be handled and fed 
in a different 
manner, which cannot 


be done when they are together.

When operating lights on pullets 


they should be started about Octo- 
ber 1st and run until April 1st. 


Starting lights on pullets earlier 


than October results in too heavy 
production in the early fall, which 
makes it almost impossible to hold 
them in good production for the en- 
tire winter period. 


Feeding is one of the vital prob- 


lems in the successful management 
of birds under lights. 


Tests shows that birds toill react 


iavorably to lights in from seven to 
ten days.

But in the area known as 
"circled New York" the territory in- 
cluded in a radius of 19 miles from 
the city hall, which takes in part oi 
New Jersey and of three New York 
counties not included in the city 
proper, there is a population oi 
about 1,400,000 greater than in the 
so-called "London traffic" area ex- 
tending nearly thirty miles from the 
center of London. 


Contrary to the general idea, the 


average height of buildings in Lon- 
don is higher than in New York. Tto 
many huge skyscrapers, rising from 
30 to 60 stories, hi New York, are 
counter-balanced by tens of thou- 
sands of buildings only three or four 
stories high. London has only twi 
or three buildings more than seven 
stories high, but very few under five 
stories. The London County Counci 
recently refused an application fo 
permission to build a new hotel ten 
stories tall, and fixed nine stories as 
the limit.

In every state but Georgia the 


August price of corn was higher 
than the price of wheat.

here is a big wheat surplus and a 
hort corn crop. 
The United States department of 


agriculture and the Federal farm 
>oard are advocating using the 
wheat surplus to feed livestock. It 


figured that the food value of 


wheat is so much higher than that 
of corn, that with corn at a dollar a 
>ushel the farmer can afford to pay 
11.12% for wheat for feeding. 


Many farmers have-reported their 


experience in feeding wheat in the 
past, for cattle, hogs and poultry, 
with uniform satisfaction. Some say 
that it fattens hogs faster than corn 
does. 


It would be stranger if wheat 


should become the stock farmer's 
mainstay as well as the backbone ol 
luman diet.

In five hundred and five rural 


counties in the United States, Uncle 
Sam's medical men are keeping a 
personal, direct and watchful eye on 
the health of the citizens. 


In those counties the death-rate 


has been reduced, fewer babies die 
in infancy, infectious diseases have 
been reduced or eliminated, time 
lost from work because of illness 
has been cut down, and the dollars- 
and-cents prosperity of the com- 
munities has been enlarged. 


Those are some of the tangible 


results which have followed the ap- 
peal of Yakima county, Washington, 
in 1911, to the U. S. public health 
service for aid hi combating a ty- 
phoid fever epidemic. 


In those days every part of the 


country had its typhoid outbreaks, 
but nobody did very much about 
them. The citizens of Yakima decid- 
ed to do something very concrete 
about this particular epidemic, and 
when their resources were exhaust- 
ed they turned to the federal gov- 
ernment. The result was the estab- 
lishment of the first county unit of 
what is now the service's rural sani- 
tation division. 


Dr. L. L. Lumsden, the veteran of 


thousands of fights like that jn Ya- 
kima, who directs the system, says 
there are 2500 counties that should 
have this service, and the day is not 
far distant, he believes, when the 
federal government will realize this. 
President Hoover himself is an ar- 
dent sponsor of a bill introduced last 
session of congress by Representa- 
tive Cooper, Ohio, which would give 
the service $3,250,000 a year instead 
of the $346,000, or about one-tenth 
that amount, which it has to spend 
this year. 


How does the rural sanitation unit 


work? What does it do for your 
community? 


Answering this, Dr. Lumsden said 


the typical county sanitation system 
is a "four-piece unit." At the head 
is a man, nearly always with the de- 
gree of doctor of medicine who is a 
field agent of the public health ser- 
vice. He is also always a county 
health officer and usually a state 
health officer. 


The -field agent's salary, which 


runs about $2400 yearly, is paid by 
federal, state and county govern- 
ments. He holds his position under 
all three and his responsibility is 
triple. To be / successful, he must 
not only be & competent physician 
but-must combine expertness in pre-1 
ventive work! and sanitation witbj 
expertness in \hujnan relations.

Summarizing the future burden of 


the service, Dr. Lumsden said: 


"There are 1,000,000 persons in our 


rural communities incapacitated all 
Jie time by illness, much of which is 
preventable. About 70 per cent of 
he children suffer from physical de- 
fects. Nearly all of these could be 
prevented or remedied. Over 60 per 
cent of the men and women between 
40 and 60 years old are in need of 
health aid. There is no room for 
reasonable doubt about the need for 
more and better rural health service 
n this country."

and know people if he is to seen 
cooperation, always essential, in 
community. 


Under him are a sanitary inspec- 


tor, a health nurse and an office 
clerk. All of these are full-time 
mployes and all are paid by and 
responsible to the thrqe agencies 
named. This varies according to the 
size of the county and its peculiar 
needs, and every effort is made to 
make it eventually a local county 
organization in every respect. 


As to what it does for the individ- 


ual county, individual instances of 
what it has done show that better 
than generalities, Dr. Lumsden said. 
His favorite instance is that of 
Walker county, Alabama, the state 
which leads all others in its co- 
operation in this work with the fed- 
eral government. 


Since 1913 a full-time county 


health officer has been maintained in 
Walker county. Such practical mat- 
ters of environment as installation of 
sanitary privies in every home, test- 
ing of wells, elimination of mosquito 
breeding spots and similar matters 
were attacked. The individuals in 
the community were given practical 
lessons in personal hygiene, children 
and adults were given thoro exam- 
inations and told how to correct 
their defects. 


Altogether this work cost an aver- 


age of $8800 the last five years, part 
of which was shared by the federal 
government. Dr. Lumsden estimates 
at least $360,000 annually has been 
cut from the county's doctor bills 
since 1913. 


The infant death rate per 1000 


births in 1913 was 155; by 1926 it 
was 60. The death rate per 1000 
population for all causes dropped 
from 17 to 10.9 in that time. 


"This meant 360 less deaths a year 


in the county," said Dr. Lumsden 
"For every death prevented by 
health work about ten cases of in- 


i capacitating disease are prevented 
and the average case of such illness 
in wage and expense of the sick 
would be $100. The hard cash value 
of the work therefore is clear." 


Dr. A. M. Waldrop is the public 


health service field agent in Walker 
county, and the record of the county 
Dr. Lumsden regards as an eloquen 
statement of his ability. 


Another typical example is Kana- 


wha county, West Virginia, where 
the yearly budget is $16,941. In tha 
county alone in three years 31,277 
persons were immunized agains 
smallpox, 8597 against typhoid and 
6112 against diphtheria. In addition 
highly effective measures were taken 
to improve sanitation of water, mill 
and other food supplies, and espec- 
ially for the hygiene of mothers 
babies and children of before-schoo 
age. 


As a result, annual deaths fronr 


typhoid dropped from 16 to 6; from 
diphtheria, from 14 to 1; scarle 
fever, from 6 to 0; from tuberculosis

Jobe Speaks Upon 


Prohibition Status 


Edwin Jobe spoke at the Wednes- 


day evening meeting of the Pres- 
byterian church this week on the 
effects of prohibition as observed 
during his travels of 14,000 miles 
this summer. ' Mr. and Mrs. Jobe 
made a wide circuit in their auto- 
mobile tour, going into Canada, 
down the eastern coast to Florida, 
over to Cuba and home by way of 
El Paso and Juarez. 


Mr. Jobe stated that they were 


constantly in touch with the aver- 
age citizen, attending conventions, 
banquets, homecomings and dinners, 
and in all their travels saw but one 
American intoxicated. Along the 
Canadian border, where we are told 
by the anti-prohibitionists that 
American autos are swarming to 
get over the line, he said that the 
traffic was no greater than else- 
where, and that they saw but few 
American cars in Canada. He re- 
ferred to the government regulation 
there as unsatisfactory to the peo- 
ple, and mentioned the anemic cor- 
dition of the children in one prov- 
ince, composed mostly of Frereh, 
who imbibe freely of wines and 
liquors. 


In Cuba, an economic point v/as 


raised in the fact that 7000 sa'oons 
are supported by the working peo- 
ple. These saloons pay in taxes and 
licenses over $5,000,000, not to men- 
tion their overhead and profits. 


At Juarez Mr. Jobe counted 41 


saloons in a few blocks, but be- 
lieves they are not supported by 
the Americans, as he did not see 
one American going in or out of 
the doors. 


Mr. Jobe believes firmly in [he 


staying qualities of the eighteenth 
amendment, and thinks that the 
public is beginning to see the fallacy 
of many of the arguments against it.

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Citrus and Non-Citrus Growers— 


Citrus fruits have returned to California approximately 


136 millions of dollars for the fiscal year ending October 
1st, according to an estimate made by R. L. Knox, manager 
of the San Antonio Fruit Exchange. Of this sum the local 
valley should receive 20 millions. 


In view of general failure of agriculture over the states 


this year and from reports of travelers over the remainder 
of the country, we should congratulate ourselves that we 
live in a section in which the principal crop (citrus fruits) 
has a world market. 


It is hard to realize the great difference in condition 


of citrus growers and growers of crops such as deciduous 
fruits and of staples as wheat, corn, cotton and others. 


J. L. Nagle, general manager of the California Fruit 


Exchange, a deciduous cooperative organization similar to 
the citrus exchange, states that this is the worst year for 
deciduous fruit men in thirty years of his experience. He 
says that less than ten per cent of the growers in the in- 
dustry will make money. 


National farm distress began in 1920 and since then, 


in spite of innumerable acts of congress intended to be of 
help, has been growing more acute. 


In 1920, the first year of distress, the aggregate gross 


proceeds to all American farmers for all of their products 
totaled $16,000,000,000. The 1930 total will be less than 
$9,000,000,000, meaning that the farmers' distress has been 
increased by some $7,000,000,000 in ten years. 


Behind the ruinous farm prices is the great surplus. 


Fortunately, in the case of citrus fruits, the public has been 
educated to use more oranges and thus keep the demand 
on the increase along with the supply. Moreover, large 
exports of citrus fruits are made every year. But in the 
case of other products, world-wide agricultural surpluses 
leave no hope of exportation, and people cannot be forced 
to eat more than they want. 


Difference in Standard— 


Anybody who has been reading the reports from the 


world's grain markets lately must find himself puzzled by 
different standards by which wheat is measured in differ- 
ent countries. 


Our bushel of wheat, weighing 60 pounds, has to be 


translated when the wheat goes into the export trade into 
a dozen different measurements. England measures wheat 
by the "quarter." A quarter is 400 pounds; everyone has 
forgotten what it is a quarter of. Germany deals in wheat 
by the quintal, but a quintal may be anywhere from 101 
pounds, as in Argentina, to 220 pounds, which is the met- 
ric quintal, one-tenth of the metric ton of 1000 kilograms, 
equal to 2204 pounds. 


France sticks closely to the metric weights, but Ger- 


man grain merchants talk also in terms of zentners and 
double zentners, whilp in Scotland and Ireland the weight 
of 41 bushels is the standard wheat measurement, the quar- 
ter being theoretically one-quarter of that. 


Russia, whose activity in the wheat market has revived 


interest in these world-wide variations in measurement 
of wheat, deals in poods. A pood is 36 pounds, and like 
everything else Russian, it seems to have no relation to 
any standards known outside. But whether wheat is mea- 
sured in tons, quarters, poods or bushels, makes little dif- 
ference to the grower who must sell it at a loss.

Building Is on Increase— 


We have been hearing for several months that with the 


low prices of building materials which are quoted it is a 
good time to build. Evidence of the new demand for build- 
ing is being reflected already in the building material mar- 
ket, and prices are again slowiy advancing. 


The building slump will soon be over from present 


indications, and the pendulum is swinging back. Those 
who have waited the bottom of the market should not hesi- 
tate much longer—if they intend to take advantage of 
present market prices. 


The best evidence that the hard times flurry is over

LANDMARKS OF THE BODY 


A farmer and stockman came to consult me some days 


ago, saying that his right kidney was giving him almost 
unbearable pain—could not walk for pain, like toothache! 
I had him point out the exact location of greatest severity; 
he removed his tobacco and placed his thumb within the 
entrance of his right hip pocket: "There's where she's 
givin' me the devil right now," he declared. 


This, of course, was the right "sciatic notch." The great 


sciatic nerve from its origin in the lumbar spine, emerges 
and comes fairly near the surface here. I explained his 
mistake at once; if the patient stands erect, and draws a 
line horizontally around the body at the level of the um- 
bilicus—the right kidney's lower extremity would touch 
the line; the left kidney is above that level. The pressure 
of the liver on the right causes the slight difference in level. 


The "small of the back" is below the kidneys. There 


is almost never pain in either kidney, because of the lack 
of sensory nerves there. Practically all backache is due 
to abuse or muscles or nerve-fiber of the lumbo-dorsal, 
lumbar, or sacral regions. 


Everyone should know the "sciatic notch." The big 


nerve-trunk that occupies it—and the path of this nerve 
down the outer-rear-quadrant of the thigh, branching at 
back of knee, and on to ankle and foot. If you have had 
sciatic neuritis, you will know without my telling you.

marks. ItVa bony ring, the ancients likened it to a basin. 
The sacrum is a segment of the spine, shaped like a key- 
stone, center, rear; the "coccyx," (cuckoo's break) ter- 
minates the spinal column below. The public arch is cen- 
ter, front. Within this basin many organs of great impor- 
tance are situated—well worth serious study.

COVINA WINS OVER 
. CHAFFEY IN THIRD 


LEAGUE BALL GAME 


Twin Goes to Riverside Today to Play Tail- 


Enders in Next to Last Contest 


Wining over Chaffey in the lastAup 110 yards aifd five first downs to 


quarter by a similar one-point mar- 
gin as in the San Bernardino game 
here several weeks ago, the Covina 
Colts galloped well on their way to- 
ward the Citrus Belt championship 
last Friday and distinguished them- 
selves as victors over what was con- 
sidered the toughest rival for top 
position. 


Chaffey had been undefeated this 


season until their encounter with 
Covina on the local field, which op- 
ened with Covina's scoring in the 
first quarter, continued with Chaf- 
fey's tying in the second, opened in 
the third with Chaffey's scoring an- 
other six points 'to take the lead, 
and ended when Covina made a sec- 
ond touchdown, tying the score, and 
completed conversion to take the 
one-point lead that won the game. 


Altho Chaffey was undoubtedly 


the hardest opposition that Covina 
has met in league contests to date 
this year and possibly tougher than 
any to come, the opposing eleven 
did not compare with the Colts in 
display of offense. 


Fischer, Rauschenbach and Ditt- 


berner made practically all scrim- 
mage yardage for Covina, which 
totaled 343 for the game, and nine 
first downs, as compared with only 
93 yards for Chaffey and three 
first downs. 


COLTS OPEN SCORE 


In the first quarter Covina piled 


Chaffey's 5 yards and no firsts. Time 
after time their men were held fpr 
no gain. Then Covina, scrimmaged 
thru four downs from the 49-yard 
line to Chaffey's one-foot line, and 
Rauschenbach went over for the first 
touchdown. Conversion failed, mak- 
ing the score 6 to 0. 


Only one'pass was attempted by 


either team in the first quarter, 
Fischer to Griffin, and that was in- 
complete. 


The second quarter, however, was 


not quite as uneven as the first. Co- 
vina made 21 yards on line plunges 
and 85 yards on passes, as compared 
to Chaffey's 34 yards on plunges and 
no gains from passes. Unfortunately 
it was one of Covina's passes that 
was intercepted by Meek of Chaffey, 
who ran 70 yards for a touchdown, 
which tied the score just a few sec- 
onds before the sounding of the half. 


CHAFFEY TAKES LEAD 


During the third quarter, accord- 


ing to count, Covina made 31 yards 
gain in scrimmage and one first 
down (no gains from passes). Chaf- 
fey made 16 yards in scrimmage and 
one first down, as well as 28 yards 
from passes and a 50-yard run by 
King, halfback, for the second rival 
touchdown, which started the Colts 
and their supporters worrying. At 
the end of the third, the score stood 
12 to 6 in favor of Chaffey. 


Fortunately, as the result of an 


excellent punt by Fischer to the 
Chaffey 9-yard line and blocking 
of their kick at that strategic 
point by Dittberner, Covina was 
able to make a second touchdown 
in two downs and tie the score. 
On a fake kick Fischer passed to 
Griffin for the same minor extra 
point that caused Chaffey to win 
from Pomona two weeks before, 
There were only nine more min- 


utes of play left, but one other punt, 
Fischer to King of Chaffey, almost 
resulted in Covina's losing the game 
after all King, after receiving the 
ball, evaded all tackling and ran 50 
yards toward Covina's goal line until 
stopped by the last man, Fischer, 
yrho dove into and downed him on 
the 35-yard line with spectators in 
both stands holding their breath. 


CHAFFEY OUTPLAYED 


In a final desperate attempt to 


score, Chaffey tried six successive 
passes, all of which were incomplete 
and for which they were penalized 
according to rule. Figures indicated 
that Chaffey entered a slump in the 
last quarter as in the opening period, 
making only 11 yards from scrim- 
mage and 40 and one first down 
from passes as compared with Co- 
vina's 75 yards from scrimmage and 
four first downs, as well as 15 yards 
from passes. 


Of fifteen passes attempted by 


Chaffey during the game, only three 
were successful—netting them 50 
yards and another 50-yard run for 
their second touchdown. Of nine 
passes attempted by Covina, four 
were complete, altho only three were 
counted (when the referee called 
offsides for both teams in one case), 
netting Covina 75 yards. One of Co- 
vina's intercepted passes, however, 
was caught by Meek of Chaffey, who 
ran 70 yards for Chaffey's first 
touchdown. 


Covina made a total of twelve first 


downs thru both scrimmage and 
passes, compared to five firsts for 
Chaffey.

Early Reminiscences of 


Mrs. William DeShields 


Written for the History arid Land- 


marks Section of the Covina 


1 Woman's Club by 


Mrs. Virginia V. Hostetler 


Those present at the last meeting 


of the history and landmarks section 
of the Covina Woman's club, held 
April 28, 1930, were fortunate in 
healing the reminiscences of Mrs. 
William De Shields and, her daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Emma Inman. Mrs. Inman 
was one of the first white children 
born in the upper San Gabriel val- 
ley. 


Mrs. De Shields' parents, who were 


Mr. and Mrs. John Casey, were 
members of "Short's Train," and 
came from Dallas, Texas, to El Mon- 
te in 1857. Mrs. De Shields told of 
exciting experiences of this covered 
wagon trip and of an attack by In- 
dians in Apache canyon, where two 
men were killed and one wagon 
burned.

While the Casey family lived hi 


El Monte hi the years between 1857 
and 1860 there occurred the great 
flood that hi one night formed the 
Rio Hondo branch of the San Ga- 
briel river. 


In 1860 Mr. and Mrs, Casey and 


their children moved to this vicinity 
and rented land from Dalton. There 
were only two other white families 
here at the time—the Justices and a 
Frenchman named Tate, 


This valley, with its heavy growth 


of chapparal, was very beautiful hi 
those early days. This underbrush 
provided these pioneers their only 
means of getting cash, as from it 
they cut.fire wood that was hauled 
to Los Angeles and sold. 


The Caseys' first house was of 


brush, with a few bords adding fur- 
ther protection around Mrs. Casey's 
bed. The first crop planted by Mr. 
Casey was potatoes, wi;.h peelings 
used for seed. He also planted a lit- 
tle corn that first year and soon set 
out some walnut trees; 


At this time Dalton was at the 


height of his prosperity. The water 
supplying his large vineyards anc 
settlement was brot from the San 
Gabriel canyon by a ditch which his 
Indians had dug to the land rentec 


by Justice near the present site of 
the Center school. 


In 1862 a government surveyor 


told'Mr. Casey that Dalton had no 
legal right to the land he claimed 
east of what is now Citrus avenue 
and Mr. Casey at once filed on 160 
acres located on Citrus avenue near 
the present intersection with Foot- 
hill boulevard, and thus started a 
long and bitter war with Dalton. 
Newton ("Poker") Smith, William 
De Shields and Charles D. Daugher- 
ty soon obtained government land, 
their holdings being south of Casey's 
on Citrus avenue. These settlers dug 
another ditch from the canyon and 
became involved in the well-known 
water war of that time. 


According to Mrs. Inman, the first 


school was north of Broadway and 
a little west of Azusa avenue. Coun- 
ty funds were available after twenty 
pupils had been in attendance for 
six months. This building was of 
adobe, supplemented by a shed. 


The second school, of which Mr. 


Caley was teacher, was on the site 
of the present Center school and 
had one room and two ante-rooms. 
It cost $500 and was considered a 
great extravagance by many. 


A third school school building was 


erected immediately south of the 
Pacific Electric tracks and west 01 
Ben Lomond avenue. This schoo' 
was done away with when the Cit- 
rus school was later built. 


Mountain View cemetery, near 


this third school, was founded abou 
1876 on land given by either Gordon 
or Preston. 
Mrs. William De Shields was mar- 
ried in October, 1867, and a few days 
later with her husband went to Los 
Angeles for supplies. It began to 
rain heavily and they returned as 
far as El Monte, where they were 
unable to ford the river for three 
weeks. 


About 1872 Mr. Casey went to

Origin of Our 


Mountainous 
Landscape Told 


Speaking before a local group re- 


garding geological formation of the 
earth in the San Gabriel valley, Pro- 
fessor Alfred Wooford of Pomona 
college recently divulged some in- 
teresting facts. Prof. Woodford was 
born in Upland and has made a 
life-long study of his subject. 


The entire region was at one time 


covered by the ocean, he began, and 
two volcanoes existed—one near the 
Mountain Meadows country club 
and another at Live Oak canyon^— 
thousands of years ago. 


Limestone formation and seashells 


can be found far up on the moun- 
tains, indicating that the ocean cov- 
ered a large part of our present 
tenllscspe; MaHjr ltaestorft"Tdssiisj 
showing the vertebrae of fish, have 
been found on local slopes. 


The strata or layers of ground in 


the valley are made up of, first, the 
alluvial or upper soil, composed of 
gravel, clay, sand and soil, averag- 
ing in depth about 1000 feet from 
the surface. The next stratum is 
composed of shale, lava, and lime- 
stone; and a third layer is of granite, 
n some places the granite penetrates 
thru the limestone (the second stra- 
tum), 
indicating that at one time, 


millions of years ago, the granite 
composition was in a fluid condi- 
tion. 


The mountains hereabouts were 


formed 
by tremendous volcanic 


eruptions and earthquakes of years 
past which cast up the strata into 
irregular piles and caused breaks 
and faults in the earth's crust. Grad- 
ually the deep valleys filled up with 
debris carried by wind and rain 
from the mountain sides, but the 
faults formed in the earth's surface 
still exist and continue to slip from

Some of the breaks and faults are 


extensive, while others are of minor 
importance. The San Andreas fault 
is one of the most extensive of the 
state, passing near Redlands and 
San Bernardino and northerly thru 
Cajon Pass via Lebec to near San 
Francisco. It has been studied more 
in detail, probably, than any other 
earthquake fault in the world, and 
forms the boundary between two 
great crustal blocks, one moving 
south and the other north relative 
to each other. 


At the time of movement of this 


fault in 1906, fences and roads cross- 
ing its line were observed broken 
and moved apart as much as twenty 
feet. 


Another fault is located in the San 


Gabriel canyon, where it was pro- 
posed to build the high dam. This, 
Woodord said, would have been dan- 
gerous, probably costing the lives of 
workmen 
because of inevitable 


slides, but if once constructed would 
have been a safe dam. 


A third local fault is the Cuca- 


monga fault, extending from Live 
Oak canyon to Azusa. 


Altho no locality is entirely free 


from earthquakes, certain regions 
are more liable than others. One of 
these regions borders the Pacific 
ocean and follows the west coast of 
South and North America, Alaska 
and the Aleutian islands and the 
islands off the coast of eastern Asia. 
The other borders the Mediterran- 
ean, the Alps, the Causasus, Hima- 
layas and into the East Indies. 


Eight major earthquakes occurred 


in California since 1776, due to the 
slow s|ttling of these faults. One of 
the most severe was in 1857, and an- 
other, the San Francisco quake, in 
1906. Earth movement is laways to- 
ward the north when quakes occur, 
he said.

Of a total of 1328 plays in 8 games, 


all of which were carefully timed 
with a stop watch reading to the 
tenth of a second, it was found that 
the ball is in motion an average of 
only 4% seconds each play. This 
average length scarcely gives the 
spectator time to work up a state of 
excitement; and it remained to the 
few long plays, helping make up the 
average, to give xi.c greatest thrills. 


Punts averaged the longest time, 


9 seconds; and straight line plays 
only 3 seconds. The average forward 
pass, cotihting those completed and 
also those incompleted, took about 
6 seconds. 


Adoption of the pass has helped 


spread the players more and also 
served to increase the average time 
per play, thereby increasing the 
periods of suspense and spectator 
excitement. That is, it has furnished 
more longs plays which can be easily 
followed. 


The beginning of use of the pass, 


therefore, was a most important one 
from the spectator's standpoint- 
drawing the half-million dollar gate 
receipts which have often been re- 
ceived for single games. Years ago 
little was seen. but two struggling 
groups of men. The object was 
sufficiently apparent, but not the de- 
tailed method of attainment. 


The number of plays per game 


averaged 166, about 40 per quarter 


Institutions participating at the 


time of the survey were Notre 
Dame, Army, Yale, Harvard, Prince- 
ton, Stanford, Ohio State, Columbia, 
Indiana and Syracuse. 


LEFT-OVER VEGETABLES 


The expert home salad maker be- 


comes quite as efficient in using up 
odds and ends of certain sorts as 
the soup maker does in dosposing of 
certain other left-overs in the mak- 
ng of soup. But there is always 
danger of making this sort of saLti 
.ook like a repository of left-overs— 
salvage from the kitchen garbage 
can—unless great care is taken .in 
the making. 


Extreme daintiness is required in 


usj£g. left-over vegetables, If le 
over "'spinach" is used it should b*e 
drained and molded carefully, not 
piled in a moist mass on the lettuce 
leaves. Left-over peas should be 
whole, and added to the salad with 
apparent design. 


Never use any olive oil that is not 


of the very best quality and perfect- 
ly fresh. It is better to use a fresh 
can of cheaper salad oil than any 
olive oil that is not up to a high 
mark. The same applies to vinegar 
Only a very little vinegar should be 
used in dressing salad—the cost for 
each serving of salad being almos 
inconsiderable—and it should there- 
fore be of the best quality. 


Some salad makers insist that 


neither lettuce nor endive should 
ever be cut with knife or scissors, 
but pulled apart by the fingers. 


Most salads are best if dressed 


and put together just before being 
eaten. However, preparation for the 
salad making should- begin far 
enough in advance to provide chill- 
ing of all vegetables and fruit to be 
used raw. This is especially true in 
warm weather.

Thirty years ago there was not a 


mile of hard-surfaced road—brick, 
concrete, asphalt or any of the other 
familiar road surfaces of today— 
anywhere in the United States out- 
side of the limits of a city or incor- 
porated municipality. Today 660,000 
of our 3,000,000 miles of public high- 
ways are hard-surfaced. This^ear 
of 1930 has been the biggest road- 
building year in our history. By the 
end of the year we shall have spent 
close to $2,000,000,000 for new high- 
way work. 


Who pays for it? And why? 
The taxpayers pay for the roads, 


and we pay for them because we 
want smoother traveling for our 
automobiles. 


About half the money comes from 


the federal and state treasuries, the 
other half from county and town 
taxes. And there is no other expen- 
diture of tax funds which we be- 
grudge less, unless it be the taxes 
we pay for schools. 


It was not always thus. In the 


beginning of the motor era, when 
the automobile was a rich man's 
plaything, the last thing in the world 
the farmer or other small town busi- 
ness man would have consented to 
be taxed for was roads for motor 
cars to run on. 


The average farmer would not 


even pay for better roads for his own 
travels to and from town. Every 
sort of pressure was brot to bear in 
the effort to educate the people of 
the country to the economic value 
of good roads, even in the old horse- 
and-wagon days, but all of those ef- 
forts got practically nowhere until 
the advent of the cheap automobile 
put motor cars within the reach of 
everybody. 


As soon as the use of the car be- 


came general, good roads became a 
necessity which everybody recog- 
nized. And when the federal gov- 
ernment, in 1912, adopted a policy 
of paying a quarter or more of the 
cost of main highways, road building 
began in 'earnest. 


The result has been a revolution 


in our own time, in so many lines 
of business and Industry that il 
would be. difficult to enumerate all 
of them. •6iit4n%wherfe has this erisi, 
of good roads and cheap cars had 
such a revolutionary effect as upon 
the farmer and the small town busi- 
ness man. 


There are many cities in which 


the principal part of the milk supply 
is brot in new by motor trucks, in- 
stead of by train as formerly. And 
in every country town, dealers can 
get new supplies of merchandise in 
by truck much more speedily and 
more satisfactorily than they ever 
did by railroad. 


One day during the summer just 


past I was driving from New York 
to Philadelphia. At a filling station 
where I stopped for gas three large 
trucks heading the other way were 
drawn up. The drivers were all ob- 
viously farm boys, and they betray- 
ed their southern origin in the ac- 
cent with which they spoke to each 
other and the filling station man. 


"What part of Virginia do you 


boys come from?" I asked one of 
them, at a venture. My guess was 
pretty close. They were from North 
Carolina, and had started out the 
previous morning with their trucks 
loaded with potatoes and fresh vege- 
tables for the New York market. 
They would reach New York that 
night, after a 600-mile trip,.and turn 
their produce over to the wholesale 
distributor about three days earlier 
than it would have reached the same 
market by rail. They told me that 
they made the trip several times a 
year, bringing in the products of a 
cooperative group of North Carolina 
farms, and always got prices away 
above the standard market quota- 
tions because their goods were fresh 
and had not been handled between 
the farm and the terminal market. 


One'df the most interesting exam- 


ples of what good roads have done 
for a single state Is that of North 
Carolina, whose road-building pro- 
gram has been one of the most pro- 
gressive and comprehensive. Be- 
tween 1919 and 1926 North Carolina 
built $125,000,000 worth of highways. 


In that period the number of farms 


in the state increased by 13,000, at 
a time when the number of farms in 
the whole nation was decreasing. 


Forty cooperative farm marketuig 


associations were developed in the 
state, shipping thousands of tons of 
poultry, eggs, hogs, fruits and vege- 
tables which the state never before 
grew for outside sale. Roadside mar- 
kets and city curb markets—the im- 
mediate result of the good roads— 
stimulated the growing of truck pro- 
duce and formed an outlet for the 
farm surplus; with the cash thus ob- 
tained, the farm women put modern 
conveniences into their homes, 
dressed themselves and then1 chil- 
dren better, painted their houses and 
beautified their yards—thus creating 
substantial business for a variety of 
merchants. The true value of North 
Carolina property multiplied eight 
times between 1900 and 1926, while 
the entire United States was in- 
creasing the true value of property

by four times. Thru the new roads, 
the state was enabled to recover its 
"lost provinces"—those sections to 
the far east and west that were for- 
merly foreign to the state so far as 
transportation connections of any 
kind were concerned. As a direct 
accompaniment and outgrowth of 
the new good roads North Carolina 
built 
consolidated rural 
schools 


valued at $35,000,000. At Nashville 
there was a 200 per cent increase in 
dollar business between 1919 and 
1926—the period during which the 
good roads were built. In the Wins- 
ton-Salem trade territory, the re- 
tailers reported a 65 per cent in- 
crease in purchasing power'per cap- 
ita. The Greensboro chamber of 
commerce testified that the good 
roads widened the retail trade ter- 
ritory of the city to an irregular 
area extending from 15 to. SO miles. 
The fine roads have given a simply 
tremendous boost to the state's tour- 
ist traffic. In 1920, North Carolina 
itself had about 140,000 motor vehi- 
cles; now it has not less than 485,- 
000. 


Here we see concrete proofs of the 


business benefits from highways— 
not idle theories, but authentic and 
attested facts. 


The modern motor road has given 


to the business man, as an individual, 
a wonderful freedom of movement— 
an ease and flexibility in the scope 
of his activity—which he never en- 
joyed in other eras. It has relaxed 
all kinds of once-rigid commercial 
bonds.. It has helped to make busi- 
ness fluent, copious, easily impelled 
and diffused, swift to reach its goals 
—and vastly more complex than 
anything our fathers knew.
